1997 Honda Civic

A 1997 Honda Civic belonging to 
NECC student Jason Nicol was stolen 
from parking lot two, located outside 
of the Behrakis One-Stop Center on 
the Haverhill campus on Oct. 16, 
according to Eagle Security. 

“In the three years that I've been 
here, I've never had a car stolen,” said 
Bill Blouin, captain of Eagle Security 
at Northern Essex. “Damaged vehi- 
cles, hit and runs, accidents... but 
never stolen.” 

According to Blouin, at roughly 
3:15 p.m., an Eagle Security guard on 
patrol found Nicol standing in lot two 
looking for his car. At that time, 
thinking that maybe Nicol forgot 
where he parked his car, the guard 
drove him around the campus to look 
for it. 

“(Nicol) was so thankful that our 
guy drove him around the campus,” 


said Blouin. 

According to Blouin, the individ- 
uals responsible for stealing the car 
were “professionals.” 

“These guys were good,” said 
Blouin. “Whoever did it, they did it 
quick. Even the cop said these guys 
were good.” 

Blouin added that the Haverhill 
Police Officer who answered the call 
later made said that Nicol will likely 
not want to see the car again, suggest- 
ing that many stolen cars are later 
either destroyed or damaged signifi- 
cantly. 

“This. is somebody who scouted 
this particular car,” said Blouin. “For 
a while, Toyota Camrys were a hot 
item. I don't know what the attraction 
was, but that's how it worked.” 

Blouin described the vehicle as 
being “pretty well stocked inside,” 
also having a valuable stereo and spe- 
cial rims on the wheels. 
Unfortunately, though, the car did not 
have an alarm. 

“The kid was really upset,” said 
Blouin. “If you had a picture of the 
car... I'll tell you. I could feel his 
pain.” 

Nicol was not available for com- 
ment.

In preparation for upcoming 
elections in Massachusetts, the 
Contemporary Affairs Club at 
Northern Essex has lined up a series 
of events and efforts to bring the 
elections as close to the college 
community as possible. 

“We're just trying to get people 
involved with their government,” 
said David Coman-Hidy, president 
of the Contemporary Affairs Club. 
“It's people's responsibilities to get 
involved, and we're trying to facili- 
tate that.” 

On Friday, Oct. 13 from 11 a.m. 
to 1 p.m., the club held a voter reg- 
istration drive in the lobby of the 


Spurk building where the club regis- 
tered ten students to vote in 
November, adding to the semester's 
total of over 40 registered students. 
According to Coman-Hidy, howev- 
er, most students who asked about 
voter registration didn't seem inter- 
ested. 

“A lot of them say that they have 
registered already, but I'm getting 
the impression that a lot of them are 
just not interested,” said Coman- 
Hidy. “(They're acting) kind of like 
I'm trying to sell them something.” 

For the club, the registration 
was just one of many efforts to bring 
local government to the students. 

On Friday, Oct. 20, the club will 
be meeting with Candidate for 
Lieutenant Governor John Sullivan 
in room C110 from 12 p.m. to 1 p.m. 
According to a recent E-mail from 
the club's adviser Stephen Russell, 
the discussion with Sullivan, run- 
ning in November for the governor's 
office with Independent candidate 
Christy Mihos, will be “the first in 


what I hope will be a series of dis- 
cussions with representatives from 
the gubernatorial campaigns.” 

On Oct. 24, members of the club 
will be traveling to UMass Lowell 
to attend a venue featuring 
Massachusetts Congressman Marty 
Meehan that, according to Russell, 
is “quite conducive to students ask- 
ing questions.” 

When asked for a comment 
regarding any additional upcoming 
events, Russell said that a couple of 
possible events and discussions to 
take place before Nov. 1 are being 
worked on, but nothing is currently 
set in stone. 

On Nov. 1, the club plans to 
hold a discussion on the election, 
including the candidates and bills 
being presented on the ballet.

Math is more than just 
work, but a tool in itself 


Math may hold the 
secrets to the 


universe

Last week during my 
Contemporary Math class, Jim 


Brown, my instructor, took the time 
to illustrate the importance of mathe- 
matics to the human race. 

As we worked with the speed of 
light and other mind-boggling num- 
bers that dealt with the universe and 
its sheer size, I began to see how 
amazing math could be really for the 
very first time. I always considered 
math to be working with numbers in 
a class, but now I see that all those 
things I work on in classes are tools 
for discovery.

Deval Patrick blames 
Kerry Healey in 
release of personal 
information 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP)}- 
Deval Patrick blamed Kerry 
Healey for a newspaper story on 
Friday that revealed his brother-in- 
law had raped his sister in 
California in 1993 and is now 
being required to register as a sex 
offender. 

“It's pathetic and it's wrong,” 
the Democratic gubernatorial nom- 
inee said in a statement he read to 
reporters his campaign had assem- 
bled to talk about stem cell 
research. “By no rules of common 
decency should their private strug- 
gles become a public issue, but this 
is the politics of Kerry Healey and 
it disgusts me and it has to stop.” 

Patrick took no questions and 
his staff did not detail why he 
blamed Healey for the revelation, 
made in stories printed in Friday's 
editions of the Boston Herald. 
While Patrick did not specifically 
accuse Healey of leaking the story, 
he said “the garbage peddlers who 
shopped this story around town are 
part of (Healey's) failed politics.” 

Healey, the state's lieutenant 
governor and the Republican can- 
didate for governor, said neither 
she nor her campaign was involved 
in the revelations, something she 
said she checked with her staff 
after learning of the stories. 

“T think this is a personal, fam- 
ily matter for Deval Patrick,” 
Healey said after presiding over a 
police officer awards ceremony at 
the Statehouse. “I don't consider 
this a campaign issue, and I will 
not be using it in my campaign.” 


One man still locked 
up from Sept. 11 
terror sweeps 


ARIZONA (AP)- In a jail cell 
at an immigration detention center 
in Arizona sits a man who is not 
charged with a crime, not suspect- 
ed of a crime, not considered a dan- 
ger to society. 

But he has been in custody for 
five years. 

His name is Ali Partovi. And 
according to the Department of 
Homeland Security, he is the last to 
be held of about 1,200 Arab and 
Muslim men swept up by authori- 
ties in the United States after the 
Sept. 11, 2001, terror attacks. 

There has been no full 
accounting of all of these individu- 
als. Nor has a promised federal pol- 
icy to protect against unrestricted 
sweeps been produced. 

Human rights groups tried to 
track the detainees; members of 
Congress denounced the arrests. 
They all believed that all of those 
who had been arrested had been 
Geported, released or processed 
through the criminal justice sys- 


tem.

College faculty have

Wednesday Oct. 10,‘ the 
Contemporary Affairs Club, led by 
club President David Coman-Hidy, 
held a debate on the Haverhill cam- 
pus about the war in Iraq.

Russell rebutted, “If we leave 
now, we will eventually have to go 
back. Commitment is important, and 
the U.S. has a responsibility to Iraq's 
people.” Following each argument 
and some back 
and forth com- 
ments, the floor 
was opened to the 
auditorium for 
questions. 

Eager students 
and faculty raised 
their hands. 

“Is the war 
over oil?” asked 
student Katrina 
Hanscom, 20, 
from Haverhill. 

Answered Slaner, “There is 
access to oil in other countries. It is 
not only about oil. Oil production is 
down in Iraq. The U.S. is trying to 
project its power.” 

Meanwhile, Russell said, “In 
some ways it is due to oil, the U.S. is

Added Eramo, “How about Club 
Awesome?

Also at the meeting, group mem- 
bers proposed ideas for drives in the 
winter, including clothing donation 
drives and food drives.

Leftist outsider, 
billionaire populist 

expected to dominate 
Ecuador 


QUITO, Ecuador (AP)- A left- 
ist outsider whose attacks on a cor- 
rupt political establishment have 
fueled his rise in popularity was 
facing a tough challenge in 
Sunday's presidential election from 
a banana tycoon waging an old- 
fashioned populist campaign. 

Rafael Correa, 43, a U.S.-edu- 
cated economist, is an admirer of 
Venezuela's anti-U.S. firebrand 
President Hugo Chavez and his 
victory could further tilt Latin 
America to the left, joining left- 
leaning governments in Chile, 
Bolivia, Brazil, Argentina and 
Uruguay. 

Tall and charismatic, Correa 
has surged into the lead by pledg- 
ing a “citizens' revolution” against 
the discredited political system. 
Ecuadoreans have driven the last 
three elected presidents from 
power and Correa appeals to voters 
as a fresh face in a field of estab- 
lished politicians. 

Standing in his way is Alvaro 
Noboa, 55, Ecuador's wealthiest 
man, who proudly points out he is 
also its biggest investor, the owner 
of 110 companies. He says he will 
use his business skills to bring 
Ecuador's poor into the middle 
class. 


France plans to 
withdraw 200 troops 
from Afghanistan 


PARIS (AP)}- A French news- 
paper reported Sunday that France 
plans to withdraw 200 special 
forces officers from southeast 
Afghanistan by early next year. 

The Defense Ministry refused 
to comment on the report in 
Journal de Dimanche newspaper, 
which cited unnamed sources 
“close to the military.” 

“The decision to withdraw the 
elite troops was taken at the highest 
level by the president of the repub- 
lic and the army chiefs of staff,” the 
report said, adding that another 
1,700 French troops that are part of 
the NATO-led International 
Security Assistance Force in 
Afghanistan would not be affected 
by the decision. 

Deployed in southeastern 
Afghanistan, the French special 
forces have been involved in the 
fight against al-Qaida and the 
Taliban and the search for al-Qaida 
leader Osama bin Laden. 

The newspaper suggested the 
worsening security situation in 
Afghanistan was a possible reason 
for the decision to pull the special 
troops out. Nine elite troops have 
been killed in combat. 

Meanwhile, France recently 
committed 2,000 troops to a U.N. 
peacekeeping force in southern 
Lebanon, and the availability of 
special forces there could prove 
useful, the report said.

Inside Star Trek: 
Legacy with game 
designer Ben Wilson

For 40 years this past 
September, Gene Roddenberry's 
Star Trek has captured the imagina- 
tions of people from around the 
world. There are movies, television 
series, and even video games all 
telling stories and expanding the 
vast lore of the Star Trek legend. 
Slated for release this fall, Star Trek: 
Legacy is the latest video game to 
utilize this setting. 

Video games have come a long 
way from the days of Pong, and 
more people are playing them than 
ever before. A lot of work goes into 
the creation of video games 
Development teams range in size 
from hundreds of programmers, 
artists, and designers to smaller 
teams of just a few core people. 
Recently Mad Doc Studios video 
game designer Ben Wilson 
answered some questions on a vari- 
ety of topics including his work on 
Star Trek: Legacy and video game 
violence. Wilson also gives insight 
on how to break into the video game 
industry. 

Carison: What kind of game 
is this? What are some of the key 
aspects? What is game play like? 

Wilson: Star Trek: Legacy is a 
squad-based space shooter focused 
on epic starship combat. It is similar 
to a space (simulation), in which 
you pilot a ship through space and 
do battle with various enemies. One 
key aspect of Legacy, however, is 
that instead of one ship you control 
four distinct ships in your fleet, each 
with aifferent strengths and weak- 
nesses. Your fleet gains experience 
as you take it through each battle, 
allowing you to upgrade it and 
improve it as you make your way 
through the storyline.

designed, as well as taking the tools 


implemented the way it 
that the artists and programmers 
provide for the designers and using 
them to build the levels that make 
up the meat of the game. 

Carlson: Is it only for com- 
puters? 

Wilson: Star Trek: Legacy will 
be available for both Xbox360 and 
PC. The game will play similarly on 
each platform; the control system 
will be the only real difference. 

Carlson: Did you enjoy work- 
ing on this game? 

Wilson: Being a game designer 
is the best job I could imagine. It's 
not always fun and games — I don't 
get to actually play the game as 
much as one might think, and some- 
times it can require extremely long 
hours, but it's definitely worth it. I'm 
very happy with how Star Trek: 
Legacy is coming together, and 
although prior to this project I was- 
n't exactly a Trekkie and when it's 
finished I'm sure I'll need a vacation 
from all things Trek for quite a 
while, I have very much enjoyed 
working with the rich history of the 
Star Trek universe. 

Carlson: What is your 
favorite part of the game 
design/development process? 

Wilson: My favorite part of the 
development process is the proposal 
and prototyping phase. Before work 
on the game begins in earnest we 
have an opportunity to brainstorm 
and try to come up with new ideas 
for a fun game. At this point the sky 
is the limit, and we really have the 
chance to exercise our design mus- 
cles to their full ability.

Carlson: Did you see the 
recent South Park episode featur- 


ing computer game World of 
Warcraft? 
Wilson: I saw it. I normally 


enjoy South Park but I didn't think it 
was very funny.

Carlson: How do you sleep at 
night knowing your computer 
game could turn little children 
into slobbering piles of plague rid- 
den fat flesh? 

Wilson: On top of a pile of 
money with many beautiful ladies. 

Carlson: Are you worried 
about video game violence? 

Wilson: Not any more worried 
than I am about violence on TV, in 
movies, or on the news. I think it is 
the developer's responsibility to pro- 
vide accurate information about the 
maturity level of each game's con- 
tent, and then the parents’ responsi- 
bility to take that information and 
limit their children's access to games 


they deem inappropriate. 

Carlson: How violent is Star 
Trek Legacy? 

Wilson: About as violent as a 
typical Star Trek episode, not very 
violent at all. While there are a lot of 
epic starship battles and outer space 
explosions, there are no bodies, no 
blood, no curdling death screams... 
well, not many, and no inappropriate 
language. If a game is too violent or 
otherwise inappropriate for its target 
market the product sales will reflect 
as much. For that reason we're very 
careful about what makes it into a 
game and what doesn't. 

Carlson: Wouldn't it be accu- 
rate to suppose your game could 
inspire nerds worldwide to vapor- 
ize each other into star dust? 

Wilson: As long as they limit it 
to the occasional (Live Action Role 
Play) at a Star Trek convention I'm 
all for it. 

Carlson: Do you have any 
advice for college students inter- 
ested in the gaming industry? 

Wilson: The gaming industry is 
extremely competitive and takes a 
lot of patience and hard work to 
break into. There are several differ- 
ent paths, however. The key to gain- 
ing a technical job in the industry 
such as a programmer or 3-D artist 
is to have a good demo reel to dis- 
play. If you are interested in pro- 
gramming, try developing your own 
mini-game that you can show a 
potential employer. If you're an 
artist, find a “mod” online and start 
contributing art that can be used in- 
game. The important thing here is to 
demonstrate that you have the expe- 
rience gained from beginning, work- 
ing on, and most importantly com- 
pleting a single project. If you're a 
designer, find editing tools like level 


‘editors and start building your own 


missions. Alternatively, choose a 
game and get involved with the 
online community. Master the game 
inside and out, share strategies 
online and analyze every aspect. 
Demonstrate to (a __ potential) 
employer that you have a complete 
understanding of a game's mechan- 
ics and respective challenges. The 
most common route to get into the 
industry is to apply for a QA (quali- 
ty assurance) job and become a 
tester. QA testers are tasked with 
thoroughly testing an unfinished 
game and identifying all of. the 
potential bugs and exploits.

The electronic music 
scene is not dead 

— its just hiding

I can hear it from the streets as I 
stand on the city sidewalk, the muf- 
fled sounds and vibrations of the bass 
line calls my name as | wait to be let 
into the club. 

It's a brisk October evening in 
Brooklyn, N.Y., just before midnight, 
and I am about to enter Club Exit at 
149 Greenpoint St. On this particular 
evening, Club Exit is home to 
“Audible Nightmare,” a professional- 
ly organized event featuring over 20 
DJs. The event has been organized in 
celebration of Friday the 13th and can 
be classified by most people as a rave, 
but is simply referred to as a party by 
many of its attendees. 

No, this is not a rave. The word 
rave seems to carry with it connota- 
tions of danger. It makes people envi- 
sion a 1990s cover of Time Magazine 
in which some brilliant journalist has 
uncovered the secrets of a wild under- 
ground scene that corrupts the youth 
of America. The word was tarnished. 
Somehow its brief stint under the 
microscope of the mainstream person 
has forced it further underground. 
Many fans of this music and this cul- 
ture are forced to travel hours out of 
their hometowns just to enjoy them- 
selves for the night. 

Several years ago, one could find 
a scene such as this at almost any 
nightclub in the Massachusetts area, 
most often at a Springfield club 
known as Asylum, which has since 
been shut down due to a multitude of 
health code violations. During the 
late “90s and early 2000s, anyone 
searching for a party like this could 
easily come across one, but now fans 
of electronic music are forced to trav- 
el great lengths in search of an enjoy- 
able evening out. 

This year Club Exit has hosted a 
multitude of parties much like this 
one, which is a rare thing to find. 
Most promoters are forced to bounce 
their parties from location to location, 
but fortunately this club hosts these 
events on a monthly basis. 

For the next six hours Club Exit 
will be overrun with hundreds of indi- 
viduals who have come to witness 
DJs pump driving techno, house and 
hardcore beats until the early hours of 
the morning.

My friends and I follow the stairs 
up to the main room of the club, 
where hundreds of people are dancing 
to the irresistible sounds of Paul 
Birken. 

Birken hails from Minnesota and 
is the live PA act scheduled for the 
evening. Using synthesizers, 
sequencers, samplers and drum 
machines he creates his own unique 
blend of techno right before the audi- 
ence. 

As Birken performs, Go-Go 
Dancer Fetish Dolly and three of her 
companions have positioned them- 
selves atop various blocks near the 
stage where they entertain the crowd 
with their risqué dance moves and 
out-of-this-world make-up and cos- 
tumes. Fetish Dolly, a 20-year-old 
Manhattan resident, is a 
dancer/model who has recently added 
the title of industrial DJ to her 
resume. She and her gang of dancers 
can be spotted at a variety of events 
like this one, entertaining the crowd. 

A customized laser light show 
courtesy of APB Lighting cuts 
through the fog created by a smoke 
machine above the stage, and visuals 
are cast across the entirety of the left 
wall of the club. 

There are two other rooms: one is 
located just behind the main stage and 
featuring little more than a set of 
turntables and a bar, and the other can 
be found upstairs. The upstairs room 
is my home away from home for 
tonight. 

Although the walls are lined with 
seats, the small, L-shaped room is 
basically standing-room only. Packed 
into a corner of the room are DJ 
Candy Kid and Soundstream, tag- 
teaming on the turntables. They are 
pumping out a euphoric mixture of 
Happy Hardcore, an ultra fast-paced 
form of dance music that features a 
rapid bass-line and distorted, sped-up 
vocals. 

A crowd of people are gathered in 
the small space that is in front of the 
DJs, dancing the night away. I find 
myself right in the midst of these 
dancers, my back pressed up against a 
speaker as the beat surges through my 
body and vibrates the water bottle in 
my hand. 

With hands raised in the air, DJ 
Candy Kid and Soundstream have 
stopped the music momentarily, leav- 
ing only the screams of the crowd to 
fill the room. Soundstream begins 
yelling words of encouragement out 
at the people before him, directing us 
to dance harder and enjoy the music 
even more. 

Despite the fact that I know no 
one around me, I still manage to feel

connected to every individual in the 
room. 

Sherri Turner has been attending 
parties like this one for only a month 
now, and stated that her first experi- 
ence was in Brooklyn as well. She 
traveled from Belmont, R.I. to be a 
part of the evening's festivities. 

She says her reason for coming to 
parties like this one is because “it 
relieves tension, any stress that I 
have.” Like many of the other party- 
goers, Turner also says a main reason 
she enjoys these events so much is 
because she simply loves to dance. 

Tonight is the perfect night for 
dancing too, as Rowland the Bastard, 
a DJ straight from the United 
Kingdom, takes the stage for a rare 
New York performance. His in-your- 
face style of Techno follows Birken's 
set, driving everyone around the main 
stage to get off their feet and dance. 

One of the most striking things 
about a party like this one, aside from 
the music, is the people. In the dance 
music scene, the audience is just as 
much of a spectacle and a contribut- 
ing force as the DJs spinning through 
the night. The people here have trav- 
eled from a variety of locations 
throughout New York and its sur- 
rounding areas. Hundreds of like- 
minded individuals have gathered at 
Club Exit to share their intense love 
for music and dancing. 

These self-proclaimed “party 
kids” can be found in a variety of 
forms, from the most ordinary look- 
ing young man, standing near the bar 
in jeans and a T-shirt, to the bouncy, 
orange-haired, and outrageously dec- 
orated girl positioned directly in front 
of her favorite DJ. You just never 
know what kind of people you might 
find in a place like this. 

In my case, I have managed to 
run into everyone within the party kid 
spectrum this evening, including the 
aforementioned orange-haired girl. 
She introduced herself as “Meow.” 

Oftentimes one will run into peo- 
ple with names such as this at a party; 
they are nonsense aliases that we all 
enjoy and accept. 

Meow then presented to me her 
friend “Babe,” a dark-haired girl 
dressed in a minimal amount of silver 
and black vinyl! and platform shoes. 

I've seen them at parties in New 
York before, but have yet to meet 
them until this evening. This is the 


sort of thing that 
happens all too often 
within the party 
scene: you begin to 
recognize the people 
who regularly attend 
the events, even if 
you've never met 
them before. The 
familiarity of it all 
makes you feel more 
at ease. 

Not everyone 
you meet falls into 
this category, how-

recently moved to 
New Jersey to attend 
college. He states 
that he has been to 
over 100 parties, but 
this is his first time 
in New York.

2001 in Wisconsin, the thing that 
keeps him coming back to these par- 
ties is the enjoyment he gets from 
dancing. 

“T bust my a-- all week, so I gotta 
go dancing on the weekends or else 
I'd go crazy,” says Christensen. 

Christensen expresses an intense 
love for the music he hears at these 
events. He describes everything he 
hears on the radio as “boring” and 
states that parties like this one are the 
only place he can hear his favorite 
brand of dance music. 

He shares intimate details about 
his time spent at parties, boasting that 
the most fun he had ever had was 
undoubtedly at a party in Detroit, 
Mich. 

Regardless of what kind of party 
kid you run into, one thing remains 
the same: These are some of the most 
outgoing, personable individuals you 
will ever find gathered in one place. 

Unlike a typical city club scene, 
the party kids are courteous, friendly 
and above all looking to have a good 
time. It’s almost guaranteed that this 
is the only place you can bump into 
someone on a dance floor and be met 
with a warm smile and apology for 
inconveniencing you. Whoever said 


New York wasn’t a friendly city just 
wasn’t going to the right places. After 
all, this is my second trip to Club Exit 
and my fifth time visiting New York 
this year for a party. | wouldn’t make 
the drive out there so often if 1 wasn’t 
guaranteed to have an amazing time 
doing it. 

Parties such as “Audible 
Nightmare” aren’t easy to come 
across, however. Most of the publici- 
ty for events like this one are found in 
the form of flyers. These visually 
intoxicating event listings are passed 
out by promotional attendants 
throughout the evening and near the 
doors as everyone leaves the club. 
Other than visiting webpages such as 
ravelinks.com or raversonly.com, this 
is essentially the only way to deter- 
mine when and where someone will 
be able to locate their favorite DJ 
next. 

Chances are great that the major- 
ity of the people who attended 
“Audible Nightmare” will be driving 
miles out of their way for a similar 
event in the not so distant future. I can 
confidently state that my next party 
adventure will be in the sunny state of 
California. 
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Cambridge-based 
dance company 
culminates Hispanic 
Heritage Month

The strident sound of machine 
guns, bombs and falling missiles 
broke the. silence as the seven 
dancers, all costumed in long black 
dresses, stayed motionless on the 
floor. All seven had their backs to the 
audience or were looking down, 
some assuming a posture of prayer- 
like pleading. Then a low-pitched 
musical tone came in and the clear 
voice of a man singing in Arabic 
interrupted the gunfire as the seven 
women started swaying slowly to the 
music. 

“It's very easy for an artist to fall 
into doing what they do best... We try 
to do something different every 
time... We're conscience of trying to 
set up challenges for ourselves,” says 
Tommy Neblett, one of two artistic 
directors and choreographers for the 
Cambridge, Mass. dance company 
Prometheus. 

Prometheus Dance was founded 
in 1987 by Diane Arvanites-Noya 
and performs extensively nationally 
and internationally. The critically 
acclaimed company is an ensemble 
of eight dancers performing contem- 
porary dance and theater. 

On Oct. 12, Prometheus per- 
formed in the gymnasium on 
NECC's Haverhill campus as part of 
the culmination of Hispanic Heritage 
month. Two original pieces were per- 
formed, both choreographed by 
Neblett and Arvanites-Noya, the first 


of which was called “Devil's 


Wedding.” 

From the piece's dramatic begin- 
ning, it continued to carry the audi- 
ence on a journey meant to depict the 
life of a woman in Iran. For brief 
moments, the music and dancing 
would become joyous, only to quick- 
ly return to dirge-like mourning and 
dissonant writhing. 

The climax of the piece was 
danced to the sound of rhythmic, 
Middle Eastern chant music with 
heavy percussion. Each of the seven 
dancers held a large square of heavy 
black fabric. They danced powerful- 
ly, alternately swirling the fabric 
around and wrapping it around their 
faces. At one point they wore the 
black fabric draped over their heads 
like a burqa. 

As the music became more 
somber, all the women slowly took 
their black cloths and tied them 
around their heads like turbans. They 
returned to their poses from the out- 
set of the piece and repeated the 
beginning choreography. The music 
consisted of Middle Eastern guitar 
and a single, wailing voice. 

To end the piece, a mournful 
voice sang wordlessly as the seven 
women walked together in slow cir- 
cles around the gymnasium floor. 
They moved as a unified group, but 
with separate footsteps. One by one, 
women left the group. The piece 
came to a close as two removed their 
turbans, dropping them to the floor. 

Neblett said that the piece was 
inspired by the book “Reading Lolita 
in Tehran” by Azar Nafisi. It, like the 
book, was about the conflict of 
choosing between loyalty to religion 
and tradition and embracing freedom 
of expression. The music was a col- 
laborative effort, written and per- 
formed by musical groups Serart and 
Rajna. 

While “Devil's Wedding” was 


inspired by a book, 
the second piece per- 
formed, titled 
“Dievas Mannu” 
(which is Finnish for 
“full moon”), grew 
out of the music, 
which was written 
and performed by 
Wimme Saari. 

The same seven 
dancers wore tradi- 
tional Finnish-look- 
ing costumes, white 
with embroidery at 
the neck and sleeves, 
and each wore jingle 
bells wrapped 
around one ankle. 

The music began 
with a woman's 
voice singing high 
and clear. Then a 
man started to sing, 
accompanied by a 
subtle drumming in 
the background and 
the sound of water. The dancers 
began with energetic movements, 
bells ringing loudly, then they moved 
into a circle with one girl sitting on 
the floor in the center, head bowed. 

Like a symphony, the dance went 
on to move through several distinct 
movements or sections, all contribut- 
ing to a single Nordic theme. In one 
section, a woman danced solo with 
two strings of bells wrapped around 
her torso and pinning her arms.at her 
sides. 

At another time, five women 
danced together to a haunting music 
reminiscent of cold wind at night, 
each dancer holding a bare, gray tree 
branch. 

In still another section, three 
women danced to a rhythmic chanti- 
ng. The choreography was full of 
tension, consisting of lots of stiff and 


claw-like hand gestures, flexed feet 
and quick movement. 

At the conclusion, all seven 
danced together again. The music 
intensified with heavy drumbeats 
and metallic clangs. A chanting con- 
tinued softly in the background as 
the piece came to a close. 

Arvanites-Noya said that the 
music inspired the movement for this 
piece. The dancers were “making 
movements based on instinct.” 

According to Neblett and 
Arvanites-Noya, “Dievas Mannu” 
carried the idea of the hunter and the 
hunted. One part that exemplified 
that theme was the tense section with 
the claw-like gestures that were sup- 
posed to be reminiscent of reindeer 
horns. The creative directors made 
sure to point out, however, that 
“Dievas Mannu” was a more abstract 
piece, and was not meant to be inter-

preted literally throughout. 

The seven dancers performing 
were Andy Taylor-Blenis, Ashley 
Williams, Callie Chapman Korn, 
Emily Beattie, Lauren Bisio, Megan 
Schenk, and Martha Stone. An eighth 
dancer, Nicole Sell Danizio, has 
recently rejoined the company after a 
three-year hiatus and did not partici- 
pate in the NECC performance. 

The past two seasons are the first 
time in 18 years that there have been 
no men in the company. Neblett ‘and 
Arvanites-Noya say this was a chal- 
lenge — they “had to break a mold in 
choreography.” 

Longtime company member 
Taylor-Blenis does not see this as a 
problem. She said, “One of the 
things that's great about this compa- 
ny is that as women we find out how 
strong we are... We all lift each other 
equally.”

With the 2006 NFL draft in 
our rear view mirror, and the 
first quarter of the football sea- 
son over, many teams have had 
rookies impact while others are 
second guessing the picks they 
made back in April. 

The biggest story in the draft 
was the Texans not selecting 
Heisman winner Reggie Bush, 
but picking defensive end Mario 
Williams with the first pick.

Fox fires Lyons after insensitive comment 


“Psycho” Lyons let 
go after 11 straight 
seasons on Fox.

Fox baseball broadcaster Steve 
Lyons has been fired for making a 
racially insensitive comment 
directed at colleague Lou Piniella's 
Hispanic heritage on the air during 
Game 3 of the American League 
championship series. 

The network confirmed 
Saturday that Lyons was dismissed 
after Friday's comments. He has 
been replaced for the remainder of 
the series by Los Angeles Angels 
announcer Jose Mota. 

**Steve Lyons has been relieved 
of his Fox Sports duties for making 
comments on air that the company 
found inappropriate," network 
spokesman Dan Bell said. 

Lyons had been working in the 
booth for the ALCS alongside 
Thom Brennaman and Piniella, the 
No. 2 broadcast team for Fox this 
postseason. 

A call to Lyons' cell phone was 


not immediately returned Saturday. 

In the second inning of Friday's 
game between Detroit and 
Oakland, Piniella talked about the 
success light-hitting A's infielder 
Marco Scutaro had in the first 
round of the playoffs. Piniella said 
that slugger Frank Thomas and Eric 
Chavez needed to contribute, com- 
paring Scutaro's production to find- 
ing a ‘wallet on Friday" and hop- 
ing it happened again the next 
week. 

Later, Piniella said the A's 
needed Thomas to get ‘en fuego" _ 
hot in Spanish - because he was 
currently *‘frio" - or cold. After 
Brennaman praised Piniella for 
being bilingual, Lyons spoke up. 

Lyons said that Piniella was 
“hablaing Espanol" -butchering the 
conjugation for the word “to 
speak" -and added, “I still can't 
find my wallet." 

“T don't understand him, and I 
don't want to sit too close to him 
now," Lyons continued. 

Fox executives told Lyons after 
the game he had been fired. 

Piniella, approached before 
Saturday's Game 4, declined to 
comment on the situation except to 
say: ‘No, he's not here today." 

This was not a first-time 


offense for Lyons, nicknamed 
Psycho" during his nine-year big 
league career as a utilityman that 
ended in 1993 with the Boston Red 
Sox. 

Hired when Fox began broad- 
casting baseball in 1996, Lyons 
was suspended without pay in late 
September 2004 after his remarks 
about Shawn Green of the Los 
Angeles Dodgers. Green is Jewish 
and elected not to play one of the 
two games at San Francisco that 
took place during the Yom Kippur 
holiday. 

The network apologized for 
Lyons' remarks at the time. 

Earlier in the playoffs, while 
working the Mets-Dodgers NLDS, 
Lyons unwittingly made fun of a 
nearly blind fan who was wearing 
special glasses to see the game. 

“He's got a digital camera 
stuck to his face," Lyons said. 

He also once pulled down his 
pants on the field during his play- 
ing days. 

Lyons, 46, was a career .252 
hitter with 19 home runs and 196 
RBIs for Boston, the Chicago 
White Sox, Atlanta and Montreal. 
He was a first-round draft pick by 
the Red Sox, 19th overall, in 1981.
